Between Wednesday, Sept. 
12 and the early morning of 
the next day, the six slot Dr.

This was a privately 
owned machine that has been 
taken care of for years by Mr. 
Robert Black. At this time 
authorities have no suspects 
and are asking for the 
publics help.

On Friday morning 
Columbus Park officials 


discovered that their John 
Deere tractor was missing. 
After about an hour it was 
located in the back trenches 
area of the park. It appears 
that someone was joy riding 
through the trails and got 
stuck, and the tractor had 
been used to remove a 
vehicle. The tractor sustained 
damage, along with the 
park grounds. Sheriff Mark 
Green and Trooper Mike 
Cook were assisted by park 
officials and have found 
pieces of evidence that could 
lead them to the arrest of 
the persons involved. An 
arrest will be made when the 
evidence gets back from the 


lab. Authorities are currently 
looking for a ‘98 Chevy four- 
wheel-drive pickup truck. 
The truck will have damage 
to the vehicle. Anyone 
having any other information 
is asked to call the sheriff’s 
office or the Kentucky State 
Police.

Tour one 
of Clinton’s 
oldest homes 

If people like history and old homes with stories to tell, 
they need to visit Mr. and Mrs. Tom Van Slambrouck’s home 
on West Clay Street. Mr. and Mrs. Van Slambrouck have been 
kind enough to invite the Hickman County Historical Society 
to have their September meeting at their home on Sept. 27 at 
6 p.m. The Historical Society will be hosting a picnic 
and a tour of the Van Sambrouck’s home. 

The house was built before 1880, probably between 1860- 
1880, according to two historians who have toured and 
inspected the house. A list of owners from the beginning 
until now follows: Stephen Ray had a log cabin on this land. 
He had a Spanish Land Grant. Clinton’s founders got the 
land from him Dec. 18, 1829, named the town for a Captain 
Clinton and incorporated it in 1831. Other owners included 
F.M. Ray (Dean of Clinton College, Archibald Mason 
Johnson, W.J. (Joe) Jackson, George W. Lee, John B. Evans, 
Sr. L.L. & Wilma (Sublett) Watson, Ramer B. Jewell Jr. & 
Virginia Jewell, Thomas & Reena Van Slambrouck. Tom, 
in researching the home has found that the house contained 
a huge pantry, which is one distinction that someone might 
find in a house built before 1880. He explained that the older 
houses had to have a lot of space to hold sacks of dried beans 
and peas, grain seeds, coffee beans, etc. and also barrels 
containing flour, sugar, crackers and other food items. When 
food began coming in cans and smaller sacks, the pantry 
became smaller or non-existent. 

The pantry has been remodeled into a bathroom. It has bead

Speakers provide valuable insight during seminar

A seminar focused on 
providing information to 
individuals interested in 
starting a small business 

of their own was held on 
Thursday, Sept. 13 in Fulton 
at the Pontotoc Community 
Center. Several from 

Hickman County attended 
including Gordon Samples, 
business owner; Deena 

Pittman Clinton-Hickman 
Chamber of Commerce 
Director; Allen Poole, 

Clinton City Administrator; 
and Ian Blass with Kentucky 
Innovative of Paducah. 

The “Growing Your Small 
Business Seminar” was 
hosted by the Fulton County - 
Hickman County Economic 
Development Partnership 
to help area residents 


discover the opportunities 
of entrepreneurship, with 
Executive Director Eddie 
Crittendon at the helm. 

The first of three speakers 
was Mark Johnson, 
introduced by Fulton County 
Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher, who is with the 
Kentucky Department for 
Business Development. 
Johnson touched on 
several different areas of 
his expertise. He also gave 
an overview of the Small 
Business Services Division 
for the state of Kentucky. 

“Kentucky’s mission 
is to work with small 
businesses in the state to 
build the exporting capacity 
and productivity of small 
companies,” said Johnson. 
“Companies must apply for 
these grants.” Those eligible 


for these grants must be 
registered as doing business 
in the bluegrass state for at 
least one year and operating 
profitably, based on 
established US sales. They 
must also demonstrate an 
understanding of costs and 
the commitment involved in 
exporting. 

The Kentucky Small 
Business Credit Initiative 
(KSBCI) is another area 
where the state is trying to 
assist small businesses by 
providing business loans and 
valuable technical assistance 
to entrepreneurs interested 
in starting or expanding a 
business. 

“Johnson shared some 
interesting information,” 
Gordon Samples of Clinton 
said. Samples said that 
while he wasn’t interested in 


borrowing money, he learned 
some neat things at the 
seminar and made some good 
contacts. “I have a better idea 
now of whom I need to talk 
to about certain things,” he 
said. 

In partnership with 
Community Ventures 

Corporation, a nonprofit 
company based lender, 
the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Economic Development has 
expanded the Kentucky Micro- 
Enterprise Loan (KMEL) 
program. Entrepreneurs 
seeking more information 
about applying for KEM1 may 
contact Community Ventures 
Corporation’s Bowling Green 
office at (270) 904-0323. 

The newest tool Johnson 
talked about available to 
small business owners is the 
Kentucky Small Business 


Credit Initiative. Back in 
2010, Congress created the 
Small Business Jobs Act, 
creating State Small Business 
Credit Initiative (SSBCI). 
This program has allocated

$15,487,998 in order to 
apply for that allocation. 
“The clock is ticking on 
these funds,” stated Johnson. 
“There are about two years 
left on the program. 

Johnson touched on other 
programs including the 
Capital Access Program 
(CAP), Loan Participation 
Program (LPP), and the 
Collateral Support Program 
(CSP). More information 
about these programs is 
available on their website 
at www.thinkkentucky.com/ 
smallbizlending. 

Chris Wooldridge, with 
the College of Business at 
Murray State University 
(MSU), focused on a different 
aspect of small business, the 
planning stages. “I do have 
a banking background,” 
he said. “We don’t lend 
money. The Small Business 
Development Center at 
MSU works to strengthen 
the region’s economic health 
through the delivery of high- 
quality, in-depth and hands- 
on consulting to prospective 
and existing businesses 
creating both wealth and 
jobs.” 

They service 24 counties 
working with various 
partners in the area including 
Chambers of Commerce, 
Area Development Districts, 
Economic Development 
Centers, Main Street 
Organizations and other 
internal partners. 

“We can do everything 
from help you put together 
a business plan package 
to feasibility studies and 
everything in between,” he 
said “including developing a 
marketing plan, industry and 
market research, cash flow 
plan and more. For free!” 

“There is a lot of help out 
there. And yes, these are free 
services,” he noted. “If you 
are thinking of starting a 
business, it is never too early 
to start. We can help you. 
Now is the time!” 

Speaking last was Marda 
Elliott, Director of Business 
Lending at the Purchase 
Area Development District 
(PADD). She has worked 
there for more than six 
years, with prior experience 
working for US Bank 
for several years. Elliott 
provided an overview of 
the loan program available 
at the PADD office for 
entrepreneurs looking to 
expand their business or 
start one. “We are another 
option available to you for 
your financing needs,” she 


said. “We are looking to 
create jobs in the western 
Kentucky area, covering 
eight counties.” 

“We have assisted Speed Ag 
and Bermag in this area,” she 
noted. “They have been very 
successful. We offered them 
a low interest loan to help 
them expand and continue 
to operate their businesses.” 
Other companies they 
have assisted are Flamingo 
Row and Tokyo Hibachi in 
Paducah, Huddle House in 
Mayfield, and many, many 
more. 

“A lot of people don’t know 
about our programs and how 
they can help create jobs,” 
she added. “That’s is our 
main purpose. All our loan 
programs are tied to jobs. 
They have job requirements 
a lot like the ones that Mark 
Johnson described earlier.” 

If you are looking to create 
jobs during a two-year period 
and you are also looking 
to purchase some needed 
equipment, the PADD office 
is available to help you 
achieve those goals. Loans 
for land are also available. 
They have a 20-year fixed 
interest rate on land loans, 
with a great rate for four 
to five percent (sometimes 
below bank rates). 

“We are here to help you 
cash flow,” she continued. 
“You are going to know what 
your payment is every month 
and you are not going to 
have to worry about it.” Not 
knocking banks, she pointed 
out that sometimes their rates 
fluctuate and that can make it 
scary if you don’t know what 
your payment is going to be. 

Elliott refers clients to 
Wooldridge and Blass to 


develop business plans and 
financial plans before she 
can assist them with the loan 
process. She also requires tax 
returns for three years. 

The ultimate goal for all 
of them is to help create 
jobs to keep the youth of this 
area here. “We want them to 
grow up and stay,” she said. 
“I know I want my kids to be 
able to find jobs here when 
they grow up.” 

“We want to help people 
help them obtain their 
dreams,” she said. “That is 
what makes my job so much 
fun.” 

Loans are offered from 
as little as $4,000 on up to 
$15.5 million, trying to help 
as many people as possible. 

“If 

we can’t help you, we 
will refer you to someone 
who can,” she said. 

Elliott went over all the 
loans and which programs 
are available through the 
PADD office including 
the SBA504, USDA Rural 
Development RIP Program, 
Rural Business Enterprise 
Grant Revolving Loan Fund, 
and Paducah Area 

“I appreciated all of 
the citizens of Fulton and 
Hickman counties who 
participated in the Small 
Business Seminar. We held 
this seminar as a follow up 
to the meeting we had with 
the Governor and Economic 
Development Secretary back 
in August,” stated Crittendon. 
“While we were there, I met 
Mr. Mark Johnson from the 
Small Business Department 
and asked him if he would 
travel down an bring this 
information to our citizens. 

“Any time we can 
provide a resource for our 


small business owners and 
potential owners to gain 
knowledge to help with 
growing their business, then 
we all succeed. The small 
businesses are the backbone 
of local communities,” 
continued Crittendon. 

“I appreciate the 
partnership from the Murray 
State Small Business Center 
and the Purchase Area 
DevelopmentDistrict as well. 
I really appreciated the local 
chambers of Commerce in 
Fulton-So. Fulton, Hickman, 
and Clinton for helping to 
promote and host this event,” 
he added. 

“I hope that all who came 
took away something to 
help grow and sustain their 
own business,” concluded 
Crittendon. “Small business 
owners are essential to the 
survival of small rural areas 
like ours. I hope that each 
of us takes time to shop and 
spend our dollars locally. If 
there is anyone who missed 
the event and would like 
information, they can reach 
me at 1-270-472-2125.” 

“I thought the information 
presented was great,” stated 
Judge/Executive Gallagher. 
Gallagher presided over 
the seminar in Crittendon’s 
absence (he was called away 
on business). “Certainly 
anyone starting a small 
business needed that 
information as a resource.” 

Gallagher was disappointed 
that there wasn’t a larger 
turnout but added that another 
seminar can be sponsored by 
the two counties in each city 
if it is wanted and needed. 

The seminar concluded 
with lunch for all participants 
at The Keg in Fulton.

You have brains in your head. You 
have feet in your shoes. You can 
steer yourself any direction 
you choose. -Dr. Seuss 

Dr. Seuss was a genius writer who always 
could make the complex simple and cut to 
the chase, so to speak, with wit, clarity, 
and charm. The quote above is from his 
book Oh, The Places You’ll Go; one of 
my personal favorites. Yes, we can go any 
direction we choose, but what if we have 
no idea where that is?!! Folks are seeking 
answers to some pretty important questions 
these days, and there is a lot of confusion 
and concern about the future. What would 
Dr. Seuss say? 

1. ) You have brains in your head: Think; 
we have brains! Well, that is easy, huh? 
No, not if you’re uncertain and afraid. 
Most times fear is at the root of inaction. 
We wake up one morning and have no 
where to go; crossroad or dead-end, it is 
hard to tell and something inside starts to 
tremble. It happens when we lose a job, 
or retire; it happens with a life-altering 
diagnosis, or when the nest is empty, and 
a thousand other things. Even worse, what 
if we just find that someone changed the 
rules “out there” and regardless of our best 
efforts . . . there are no answers. Dr. Seuss 
has a solution for that. 

2. )You have feet in your shoes: Keep 
moving is the message here and is easy to 
say but hard to do when it seems we are 
getting nowhere. Don’t quit looking for 
work, don’t stop getting out and about 
with friends, doing work around the house, 
or looking at possibilities. Don’t just 
see problems; see solutions (hint: these 
could be in disguise). Dr. Seuss has our 
mind (brains) and our body (feet) moving 
if we are following his instructions and 
has this to say, “if things start happening, 
don’t worry, don’t stew, just go right along 
and you’ll start happening too.” Ah, Dr. 
Seuss knows all about the mind and body 
connection, and that there are the times 
in life that move us to things we have 
never imagined. You could be right where 
you’re supposed to be; all uncomfortable 
and sweating it out while around you bits 
and pieces of tiny shifts are occurring of 
which you are unaware. Look at it like

this: a duck swims effortlessly in the water 
just easy as can be it seems watching them. 
However, in the places we can’t see there is 
massive movement and changes going on. 
Same with you and me, and Dr. Seuss can 
help us navigate the waters. 

3. )You can steer yourself: Our feet aren’t 
hidden like a duck’s, but we have our own 
concealed steering system. It is our character, 
habits, attitudes, faith, and spirit. This is the 
hard part and it can last for a long time if we 
aren’t listening to Dr. Seuss. We could hang 
around in steps 1-3 indefinitely depending on 
how stubborn we are. You know people like 
that, right? Sometimes in this step we find 
we can’t be our own coach. Then, we have 
to find one (friend or counselor) until we are 
strong enough to coach ourselves. Usually, 
it takes a bit of a helping crowd for anyone 
to get to where Dr. Seuss has imagined. 

4. Any direction you choose: 
Everything comes together here. It is where 
our mind, body, and soul work in agreement 
to achieve what we were meant to all along. 
We have given ourselves over to the process 
of being refined into a human and spiritual 
being of wise intent. Dr. Seuss would not 
and I certainly cannot say what the intent 
or plan for your life might be. However, 
I am certain that each person has a unique 
purpose in this lifetime—some known and 
others to be discovered. I would like to say 
that, in my experience (so far), step four isn’t 
the final step; certainly not. Personally, I am 
still in this step and occasionally find myself 
wandering around!! 

Theodor Seuss Geisel, or Dr. Seuss, stated 
that he never wrote a children’s book with 
a moral in mind because children could see 
a moral coming from a mile away. But, 
anyone can see his purpose as cleverly 
writing children’s books to sneak in his 
lessons of integrity, honesty, decency, and 
ethics to their adult parents. Wise intent, 
indeed. I like this man. He makes it simple 
to see through the complexity of my own life 
and to smile at it. I wholeheartedly agree 
with the four steps outlined here as a map to 
guide us along our journey. 

In Happy Birthday to You!, he writes, 
“Today you are You, that is truer than true. 
There is no one alive who is Youer than You.” 
It is obvious that Dr. Seuss is an advocate of 
the celebration of life, the beauty possessed 
by each person, and the responsibility to 
become the best we can be.

board on the walls, and a high 
ceiling with a beautiful light 
that shimmers and glows when 
turned on. The bathroom is what 
caught my eye immediately. 
It is a claw foot tub dated 
1852 and was made by the 
American Standard Company 
of Louisville. Tom was told 
that this house was the first 
in Western Kentucky to have 
indoor baths. 

Tom and Renee have 
renovated the house from the 
foundation to the attic. All new 
wiring and plumbing have been 
installed. The walls, some with 
wallpaper and some plastered, 
now have a new covering of 
sheetrock. They have painted 
each room with colors that 
might have been found when 
the house was new. The ceilings 
have been repaired and painted, 
with new light fixtures added. 

The Van Slambroucks wanted 
to keep the house as close to the 
original one as possible. The 
woodwork, doors, windows and 
floors are all original, with just 
a fresh coat of paint on them. 
The porches and balcony have 
been renovated and brought up 
to code with higher railings for 
the upper balcony; floors were 
removed and all new structure 
posts and flooring installed. 

The gingerbread 


ornamentation is another 
outstanding feature of the 
structure. I was told that it 
was made by someone living 
in Clinton at the time and was 
not on the original house. Tom 
said the historians felt that 
when the residence was first 
built it was pre-Victorian and 
a “plain Jane” farmhouse. The 
porches and gingerbread trim 
were added later. After the 
gingerbread trim was added to 
this house, three other houses 
in Clinton added the same trim. 
Two of the houses were on the 
hill and the third was in the 
north part of town. We have 
not been able to identify them 
at this time. Tom and Renee are 
now priming and painting the 
porches, gingerbread trim and 
the outside of the house. 

In doing all of the 
improvements, Tom has found 
some interesting items, one 
being a 1905 Indian head 
penny that was found in a 
wall he was tearing down. He 
told me, in researching older 
homes, a coin was put in each 
wall as they were erected. Mrs. 
Virginia Jewell, from whom 
Tom bought the house, told 
him that a small kitchen fire, 
before 1905, had damaged the 
kitchen, and the occupants then 
moved the kitchen to the room 
where it is found today. There 


was damage to the outside wall 
and as Tom was tearing out the 
old wall, he found the 1905 
penny. The newly revamped 
kitchen has a tin ceiling as well 
as tin backsplashes around the 
cabinets. The dining room has 
a beautiful chandelier and age 
appropriate wallpaper. 

Another item found was a 
mini cannonball that was in 
some bricks that were being 
taken down from a chimney. 
After researching battles that 
took place in and around 
Hickman County, Tom found 
that there was a skirmish south 
of where the house stands that 
could account for the mini 
ball. 

Upstairs you will find one 
room that has not been touched 
as far as the renovations go. 
This is because of the linoleum 
rug that is on the floor. Tom 
was told by one of the men 
who examined the house that 
he should contact a linoleum 
company and see if they could 
date it and what they thought 
it might be worth. It does need 
to be cleaned and removed 
from the floor, but as of now 
nothing will be done till more 
information has been obtained. 

George W. Lee and wife, 
Nannie, owned the house from 
1922 to 1918 and then sold it 
to L.L. Watson. Mr. Lee, who 
was what we would call today 
a contractor, built the sidewalk, 
steps and concrete wall that 
are in front of the residence 
today. He wrote the date, May 
28, 1918, in the concrete, and 
it is still there today. Last year 
his grandson came to Clinton 
just to see if the house was still 
standing. The Van Slambroucks 
invited him and his family to 
tour the house and see where 
his grandfather had once lived. 

Clinton and Hickman 
County have many beautiful 
old homes and most of them 
have a story to tell. Just as Tom 
and Renee are doing, let’s all 
work together to preserve the 
history of Hickman County for 
the generations to come.
